. (1) B&gars.— Thci collection of fodder in the Bagars is shown in 
'Form No. 22, and the old stock of grass in stacks in Form No. 23. 

(2) Shiharhhana . — This is closely related to Tantalka. The Forest 
Department deals only with the expenditure which is shown in appendix B. 

(3) Bara Bada. — This is included in Tal at Kishangarh. 

(4) Gohria Bada. — The collection of fuel in this Karkhana is shown in 
appendix A. 

(5) Camel breeding. — This Narkhana has been now transferred to the 
Stables Department. 

(6) Miscellaneous experiments. 

8. The following are the miscellaneous experiments performed during 
the year under report. 

(1) Ensilage. — Green grass was buried in 2 pits in the Kishangarh Mr 
and in one well in the Rupangarli District. The pits arid well were Opened 
out in winter. The grass of the Rupangarh well was ripe and could be turned 
into hay but not into silage. The silage out of the 2 pits was better than that 
of the previous' years. It was consumed by animals (bullocks and elephants) 
who appeared to like it. 

(2) Two grass cutting machines were in use this year in the Birs at 
Kishangarh, Arain, Sirunj and. Bandersindri. 

(3) Owing to 'the frosts alluded to above, the produce of Acacia pods 
was not much, and only one plot of Apacia plants was sold separately for milch 
cattle. 

(4) The breeding of cattle by Nagori bulls continued, and the prohibi- 
tion of the use of inferior bulls, as Brahmani or sacred bulls for breeding pur- 
poses, was enforced. The calves produced from Nagori bulls were .promising. 

(5) The crop of the Himalayan wheat was bighas this year. This 
crop could withstand the effects of frost. The produce of the crop on the 
whole was nearly 11 maunds of wheat. 

(6) The crop of Oats was 17^ bighas at different Farms. In some 
Farms the crop suffered from frost ; but the produce on the whole was 64 
maunds. 

■ (7) Arhar too was sown in different Farms. It germinated well but 
the crop suffered much from frost. The area sown was about 22 bighas. 

(9) M9.dar-80wing was not repeated owing to its failure last year. 

(10) Some Farms were attached to schools in Bandersindri, Arain, 
Sarwar .and Rupangarh. The produce of the crops sown. in these, fields was 
not much owing to the frosts of winter. 

(11) Bambans — (Sisal Hemp) Some 150 plants of Rambans were 
sent for from Saharanpur. They were planted in a nursery bed in the Farm 
at Kishangarh. They are all alive and doing well.

(12) 77ie Fertilizing Bacteria — The nifcrogea-fixing organis. The 
moculating material for Ligumes were sent for from America at the end of the 
year 1904. Their solution was prepared according to the instructions received 
with the Bacteria and was used for soaking Liguminous seeds.

They were sown in the Eishangarh Farms and at Sarwar. In the 
Eishangarh Farms they germinated well. But after sometime the leaves began 

to wither and ultimately all the plants dried up, in spite of all care taken.

(13) Manures — Different ib'anures such as bone-dust, lime, horselitter 
etc. were tried in the Farms in addition to the'eowdung manure generally used 
in the Farms.

(14) The aermotor erected on a well in the Gondalao lake, worked well.

The crop of wheat and barley round the well was irrigaW by the water 
pumped out % the aermotor. ' ' ’ , 

(15) ^Mobrand' clay roofing was again done this year. In Eishangarh 
Bagar Karkhana, one bagar (Stack.bf grass) was roofed by this clay. 

(W) Eri silk culture has been revived at the Agricultural Farms in 
connection with the old scheme that had to be held back during the famine of 
1901. ’ It is hoped that the industry will not have to be given up for want of 
castor leaves. Experiments are being made to feed the worms on leaves of 
various trees of indigenous growth. 

,• The idea is to popularise Eri silk culture to give supplementary occupa- 
tion to cultivators side by side, with the grafting of Zizyphus plants planted 
along the banks of water channels to ensure facility of irrigation.
